And What Have You

Texas voters will be voting on 
nine amendments to the state con­ 
stitution in a special election to be 
held Tuesday, Aug. 5. 
In an effort to 
acquaint o u r 
readers with these amendments we 
will attempt to give a brief analysis 
of each of them between now and the 
time of the election. 
The brief titles of the amend­ 
ments are as follows: I. Clean-Up 
Amendment, 2. 
Increasing Water 
Development Bonds — $3.5 billion, 
3. Authorizing the Legislature to 
set its own salary and the salaries 
of the Speaker of the House and the 
Lieutenant Governor within certain 
limits, 4. 
Exempting 
non-profit 
water supply 
corporations 
from 
taxation, 
5. Increasing ceiling on assis­ 
tance to four classes of needy to 
maximum of $80 million from state 
funds, 6. 
Removing constitutional 
interest rate limitations, subject to 
limits imposed by Legislature for 
bonds pursuant 
to 
constitutional 
authority, 7. Providing for payment 
of assistance to surviving spouses 
and minor children of governmental 
officers, employees, and agents, 
including members 
of organized 
fire departments and certain o r­ 
ganized police reserve units, who 
have hazardous duties and are killed 
in the performance of those duties, 
8. Authorizing Legislature to 
provide for additional loans to stu­ 
dents at institutions of higher edu­ 
cation under Texas Opportunity Plan. 
9. Providing for annual sessions of 
the Legislature. 
The first amendment on the bal­ 
lot is just what the title implies, a 
clean-up amendment. The amend­ 
ment would repeal 52 obsolete pro­ 
visions that no longer actually do 
anything —* good or bad. 
These are provisions in the Con­ 
stitution which, inserted for good 
reason in 1876, appear now' fully 
to have served their original pur­ 
poses and have become obsolete or 
superfluous. 
The second amendment to be 
voted on would increase the Water 
Development Bonds by an additional 
$3. 5 billion, subject to the approval 
of a two-thirds 
majority of the 
legislature and would broaden the 
powers of the Water Development 
Board. 
Arguments presented by both 
sides of this issue are as follows: 
For: 
The 
future 
economic 
growth of Texas is dependent on 
adequate water resources and the 
passage of the proposed constitu­ 
tional amendment is necessary to 
insure that those resources will be 
available a t th e t i m e they a r e 
needed. Studies made by the Texas 
Water Development Board and by 
the United States Bureau of Reclam­ 
ation show conclusively that Texas’ 
present economic growth is far out­ 
stripping the state's available wa­ 
ter resources. 
The Texas Water 
Plan offers a means of developing 
adequate water resources 
in an 
orderly, efficient manner over a 
50-year period. 


Against: The burden to the Tex­ 
as economy of the bond issue and 
the construction project envisioned 
under the Texas Water Plan will be 
made greater even though all the 
bonds will not be issued at the same 
time. Although the Water Develop­ 
ment Bonds are revenue bonds that 
will be amortized 
ultimately be­ 
water users, there will be certain 
interim costs incurred prior to the 
time water becomes available to the 
users, and these costs will probably 
be levied on a statewide basis. An­ 
nual outlays over the 50-year per­ 
iod 
encompassed 
by 
the Texas 
Water Plan will be substantial.

In Summer Head Start Program 


Extension Granted 
On Trash Burning 


According to the West Texas 
Chamber of Commerce you have 
been working for yourself since May 
7 th. Before that time you w ere w ork­ 
ing to pay your income tax for 1969. 


The Head Start program is 
attempting to successfully pre­ 
pare 30 children 
for first 
grade here this fall. 
Those 
children from disadvantaged 
families are attending special 
classes designed to help them 
learn to use their hands and 
adjust socially. They are also 
learning 
to be away from 
home and become more inde­ 
pendent. 
The local program, conduct­ 
ed June 2-July 25, is a delegate 
agency under the Taylor Coun­ 
ty Community Action Program. 
Jones County has no program 
cf 
this 
nature: 
therefore, 
since Abilene is the close t 
organization, the Hamlin Cen­ 
ter is operated under their 
jurisdiction. 
Only last week Marvin D 
Carlton, Center Director, re­ 
ceived confirmation of federal 
funds for the local program. 
Application was made for $10,- 
486. The Office of Economic 
Opportunity approved $8,321 
in federal funds, only four 
dollars short of the $8,325 re­ 


quested. The balance of $2,161 
Is furnished by the local school 
district in kind. This amount 
Includes rent on the building, 
(based on floor space used), 
use of equipment and volun­ 
teer workers. 
The children eligible to at­ 
tend Head Start have to meet 
requirements 
based on 
net 
family income and number of 
members in the family. Up 
to IO't of the total number 
enrolled may be included with­ 
out meeting the standard re­ 
quirements. This year, only 
one child could be included 
that did not meet the re­ 
quirements because there were 
29 who were eligible. 
During the eight weeks, the 
children are brought together 
at 8:30 am . They are super­ 
vised in story time, creative 
arts, play and crafts until 1:30 
pm . 
They are picked up by bus 
in the morning and are fed a 
well-balanced meal at noon 
before being returned to their 
homes. 


The Q ty of Hamlin 
has 
been granted a 90-day exten­ 
sion of its July I deadline for 
burning trash 
at the City 
dump grounds, according to 
Mayor Hollis W. Madden. 
The time extension 
has 
been granted by the Texas Air 
Control Board and will permit 
the city time to purchase the 
equipment needed 
to bury 
garbage and other wastes. 
Because Hamlin is within 
what is known as the Abilene 
Metropolitan area, 
it falls 
within those towns that were 
faced with the July I dead­ 
line on open burning of refuse. 
The city is presently ad­ 
vertising for bids on 
a load­ 
er to be used in covering up 
the trash each day. The bids 
on this equipment 
will be 
opened Monday, July 21. 
Mayor Madder* said that 
the city is expecting to spend 
about $26,000 for equipment 
to comply with the state regu­ 
lations and 
is expecting 
to 
spend $1000 to $1200 a month 
more 
for operations under 
the new system. Because of 
this, the 
City increased its 
trash pickup charge $1.00 per 
month. 
The Mayor said that the 
rumors that all trash burn­ 
ing within the City would be 
^topped have proved 
false 
and that at the present time 
the public can still bum their 
trash in the alleys. 
Another problem facing the 
City, the Mayor said, was 
what to do about those living 
outside the City Limits that
